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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented on top of page 7 of the 
response Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (c) because they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which 
he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they 
do not show how the amendments avoid such references or objections. Applicant's representative details the recited portions of the 

Balakrishnam reference, and then states "Balakrishnam fails to teach or suggest (i.e., packet delay), as is recited in the claims". 

Applicant fails to provide the differences between the recited portions of Balakrishnam and the scope of the recited claim language. With 
respect to the further arguments presented on page 7. examiner notes that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091. 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). And lastly, motivational statements to combine the references have 
been provided in the previous office action.. 
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
